million " if it is well kpown and well re-
Epected.

“Wkat’s in a name?" finds foreible answer
in the columns of our daily pspers. The
shrewd sehoolboy who puzzled his compan-
ions by daring them to spell housecleaning
in seven letters and then wolyed it by
spelling Sapolio must have recognized the
intimate connection between these two ideas
which has been built up b{ 8 vast expendi-
ture of moner. The five letters, P-e-a-rs,
though valueless singly, are worth hundreds
of thonsands ol dollars when used in connec-
tion with soap.

CRIS? FORMS OF THOUGHT,

Solomon and Tupper Twisted to Suit
a Modern Trade,

The Wisdom of the Sages sad the Wi of the
Masses—Even the Work of the Miselon-
arles, Are Grist In the Mill—

. They Ara Fosched Upen
by Authors snd
Advertisers.

‘Whether Solomon Invented all his prowe
erbs or gathered them from muny sources
with a nicer sense of permanent worth than
Mr, Tupper exercised in his latter compend
ium is and ever will be an open question.
Bolomon’s eopyright ran out long befors
Tupper's time, and both are now poached
upon with impunity byall classes, from
authors to advertisers, But, taken by them~
selves, proverbs well repay careful study.
Students of ethnology find ia the proverba
of different races the clearest proofs of their
real charscteristics, for they are the shrewd-
est and yet most intimate expressions of
their daily life.

Judged by the comparison of these homely
sayings, it will be found that all nations are

of one kindred; possessing common needs,
common aspirations, and seeking similar re-
liefs from toil and labor. On the dustiest
shelvesof our libraries may be found ecol=
Ieel;.ioul of all the proverbs of tl; gi.ﬁrn:
natio uits a large proportion wor!

v‘i:;' :-qulhd fmww?h- interest which
missionaries hava taken in their earnest
studies of the uneivilized zmplu whom
they seek to instruct. That the shrewd say-
ings of the Scotch or the bright hits of the

h should be “"fmi collected, gives
little causa for surprise; but a collection of
Abyssinian proverbs, of those of the Tamil
language, of Icelandiec lore, of the Sanserit,
South Sea Isiand, Chinese and Hottentot
Bolomons does excite curiosity. The mis-
sionaries have found it a plessant as well as
a profitable task. It delves deep into the
idioms of the laneuage, tells with unerring
accuracy the mental tendeney of the people,
and by introducing the foreigner to ihe
inner thonght of both home and trade, shows
bim the real life of those who adopt them as
everyday expressions.

It is impossible to read the well-eollsted
proverbs ot the Chinese without realizing
that s home life exists in thas flowery Sing-
dom which rivals that of maay more civil-
ized countries. No Solomon, no descesd-
ant of Abrabam could eclipse the trade
proverbs of the Chinese, They touch on
trade with a keenness - and thoromghoess
which proves them to be masters in the
school. The baser life of the Hotteniot, the
loose morals of the fellah, the independens
spirit of the Briton, are all erystallized in
their national proverbs.

In England and many other eountries it
was formerly very usual for a tradesman to
select some proverb as his motio, and thus
post his prineiples plainly over his shop
door. It remained, however, for an Amer-
ican house to sppropriate the proverbs of
the world en masse and nse them for their
own sdvancemant. New Yorkers who ride
on the elevated roads, or people who, inless
favored localities, still joz along in the slow
street cars, are fnmiliar with the blue snd
white proverbs which proelaim the merits
of Sapolio to the world, Every omaibus ia
London and almost every “fram car™ in
Englaod is similarly adornad.

They made their first appearance on the
Browxdway omnibuses in New York, were
gathered out of over 4,000 pages of the
world’s eollections snd twisted to suit the
case. Many of them are beyond easy recog-
pition in their new dress, many ars entirely
original, but these are also prioted between
inverted commas, which lends a glamor of
antiquity to them. To-day we are told that
over 20,000 of these bine cards sre displayed
in public conveyances carrying over 6,000,
000 passengers daily.

Condensed thought generally requires
ding to make it intelligible o the maases,
ust as the stomach of the horse must be dis-
tended with hay to make the oats digest
readily; but with proverbs it is quite other-
wise, Their povulurity 15 only reached be-
cause they have passed muster asbeing clear
to every miud. They tell their mory with a
directness and brevity which pleasea the
public, as the dictionary did the old Seoteh
woman—""They air braw stories,”” she said;
“bat aoco” short.,” Turned to tell the prac-
tical story of Sapolio, they often acquire
pew interest. Who reads the advice: “Ba
patient and you will have patient children,"
without an innate respect for the advice
which follows, not to (ret over house clean-
ing, but do it easily with Sapolie? And who
can repress a smile when the Sapolionie ar-
tist pictures the patient fathar and the im-
patient twins defying the proverh?

But the wother will be hack sooner if sha
follow tne advice. Our famillar “The pot
calls the kettle black™ takes & new interest
in its [talisn form. The pot says to the pan,
“Heep off or vou'll smulch me."" The uni-
versal toil of the world finds expression in
the Catalan phease, *“Where wilt theu go,
Ox, that thou wilt not plow?” Alwmost ail
nations possess o proverb which declares
that **If you forbid a fool & thing, that bhe
will do,”” and with eoofidence in the good-
will of the public the advertisar of Sapolio
puts it in this form:

“Forbid u ool u thing and that he will
do.” So we say for variety: "Don’t uss
Sapolio—but then you are not & fool."”

“ A touch of unture whiclh makes all the
world akin' springs out of the quaint
thouzht that “A needle,though naked itself
clothes others.'”” Who can hear it once and
ever see a needle without recalling it? Whe
fails to recognize the picture it suggesis in
the aid given to the poor by the poor, and in
the heip which is everywhere gained by
the humblest of assistants.

Slang pever ean be confonnded with pro-
verbial phrases. It seems universal, but it
is merely & local form used 16 express &
transiens but popular ides. Years ago
when & general rush at botel kesping re-
sulted in many failures, the slang ran:
“He's 3 very good man, but he can’t keep a
botel.” All such phrases sre local and
temporary. They do uwot survive—indeed,
rarely possess merit enough to reach & sec-
ond year without evident declioe in popa-
laritv. We have noticed that none of the
advertisements of Sapolio make use of
slang, and probably for this reason.

Naturally, muny of the best proverbs
used in this conneetion relate w bousebold
cleanliness, and ull the original ones are
framed to that end, *“Dirt in the house
builds the highway to begeary,™ deserves
recognition, despite its origin. Household
sayings in Lthe sense of four-walled buildings
full of iuraiture are guits lacking in many
Easstern tongues. W e believe that no refer-
ence to clean housekaeping ean be found in
the Koran or even in the Bible, exeept that
of the woman wno swept the bouse to fad
her lost coin. Shakespesre rather slights
the subject, buz whether because it was not
deemed important in that intellectual but
dirty uge or because he soared to Enﬂu
thiugs, we will not discuss, but the Eo-

land of to-day well ravs of
si.nner *tis the cosier 'tis,” and our
can advertiser improves the ity to
add that humble homes made t with
Sapolio sre better thac tawdry palaces
Alas, for the thoughtlessoess of the man
